GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  the  Labora- 
tory facilities;  nearly  all  bacteriological  work  con- 
nected with  the  United  District  is  carried  out  at  the 
County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maidstone,  free  of 
charge . 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  in  force 
in  the  United  District  during  the  year  1941. 

(b)  Non-Inf ectious  Cases. 

In  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  an  ambulance  ser- 
vice is  provided  by  a Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  the  Urban  District  Council  making  an  annual 
grant  towards  the  fund. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  service  provided  in 
the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District,  owing 
to  the  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  who 
formerly  staffed  the  ambulances,  being  called  up  for 
military  service. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  ambulance 
of  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  is  used  for  non- 
infectious  cases;  there  is  also  an  ambulance  at  the 
Chislet  Colliery  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  there; 
and  the  motor  ambulances  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
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Brigade,  Heme  Bay  Division,  are  available.  As  regards 
co-ordination,  there  is  an  arrangement  whereby  the  motor 
ambulance  belonging  to  the  Canterbury  Centre  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Association  is  available  for  the  use 
of  all  the  villages  surrounding  Canterbury,  or  further 
afield  if  necessary. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Herne  Bay  Urban  District. 

The  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affili- 
ated to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association,  provides  a 
District  (Queen's)  Nurse. 

Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District. 

The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Nursing  Association, 
which  is  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, provides  a District  (Queen's)  Nurse.  This  Associa- 
tion was  suspended  in  July,  1940,  when  the  District  Nurse 
left  the  District. 

Bridge-Blean  Rural  District. 

An  efficient  system  of  District  Nursing  is  in  opera- 
tion in  the  Rural  District. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  Centre  in  Herne  Bay  is  carried  on  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  New  Clinic. 

There  is  one  voluntary  Centre  at  Broadstairs  called 
"The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Mothercraft  Club;H  this 
is  situated  in  St.  Peter's  Road,  Broadstairs.

Isolation  Hospitals. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in  the  Herne 
Bay  and  Whitstable  Urban  Districts  are  isolated  and 
treated  in  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whit stable  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  where  there  is  accommodation  for  17  patients 
in  three  separate  ward  blocks,  allowing  144  square  feet 
floor  space  per  patient.  Since  the  end  of  June,  1940, 
patients  from  the  Boroughs  of  Margate  and  Ramsgate,  and 
from  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District 
have  been  admitted  to  this  Hospital,  owing  to  the  Isle 
of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  being  closed  at  that 
time  f 


Infectious  cases  in  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District 
are  removed  either  to  the  Canterbury  City  Isolation 
Hospital  or  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isola- 
tion Hospital. 

Smallpox  Hospitals. 


Arrangements  were  made  in  the  year  1935  whereby 
the  Dover  Town  Council  agreed  to  admit  cases  of  Smallpox 
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occurring  in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  for  isolation 
and  treatment  in  the  Smallpox  Hospital  of  the  Borough 
of  Dover,  which  is  situated  at  Poulton  in  the  Dover 
Rural  District.  This  arrangement  also  applied  to  any 
cases  which  might  occur  in  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  Dis- 
trict . 


At  that  time  the  Smallpox  Hospital  belonging  to 
the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board,  situated  at 
Northwood,  was  available  for  cases  occurring  in  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District,  but  as 
this  Hospital  is  now  used  for  other  purposes,  probably 
an  attempt  would  be  made  to  obtain  admission  of  any 
cases  occurring  in  this  Urban  District,  to  the  Small- 
pox Hospital  at  Poulton.

Early  in  the  year  action  was  taken  in  Court,  in 
pursuance  of  Section  140  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1936,  and  an  Order  was  secured  prohibiting  the  use  of 
unfit  water  for  drinking  purposes,  from  a spring  at  a 
Cottage  in  Thanet  Way. 

The  supplies  from  wells  and  sources  other  than 
the  public  mains  is  of  suspicious  quality  and  of  uncer- 
tain quantity,  for  in  very  dry  weather  several  wells  in 
the  district  dry  up. 

Emergency  Supplies : - There  are  sufficient  wells, 

even  in  the  built-up  area, 
although  not  normally  in  use,  to  ensure  a daily  yield 
of  four  gallons  per  head  of  the  population  per  day: 
this  would  constitute  an  emergency  supply  independent 
of  the  town's  mains. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

No  change  was  made  in  the  drainage  and  sewerage 
scheme  during  the  year. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 


From  time  to  time  action  was  taken  to  secure  pre- 
vention of  discharge  of  effluent  in  a stream  from  the 
Gas  Works  in  Sea  Street. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  116  properties 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer*  these 
have  either  pail  closets  or  cesspools,  but  only  one . 
of  them  is  in  a built-up  area  and  is  served  by  a pail 
closet;  the  remainder  are  in  a part  of  the  rural 
area  not  yet  served  by  a public  sewer. 

During  the  year  pail  closets  were  abolished  at 
two  properties  in  the  rural  area  and  were  replaced  by 
water  closets  properly  drained  to  the  public  sewer. 


Public  Cleansing. 


Owing  to  the  war  time  difficulties,  collection  of 
refuse  takes  place  weekly  instead  of  daily  in  the  cen- 
tre of  the  town  and  bi-weekly  in  other  areas. 

Most  of  the  houses  are  now  supplied  with  proper 
dustbins  and  the  number  supplied  by  owners  of  property 
as  a result  of  notices  served  during  1941  was  23„

Shops  and  Offices. 

During  the  year  13  shops  were  inspected  and  a fur- 
ther 57  occupiers  of  shops  were  interviewed  to  explain 
the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts. 


Smoke  Abatement. 


One  laundry  occasionally  gave  rise  to  a smoke  nui- 
sance during  the  year,  owing  to  faulty  stoking,  but  the 
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matter  was  quickly  remedied,  upon  notifying  the  occupier 
of  the  laundry. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs . 

During  the  year  a total  of  seven  verminous  houses 
were  dealt  with,  including  one  Council  House:  these 
were  disinfested  by  the  application  of  11  Ces c ones . 
Disinfestation  work  of  this  nature,  carried  out  on  be- 
half of  private  owners,  is  charged  for  by  the  Council. 

In  the  case  of  serious  infestation,  when  conditions 
are  suitable,  ^Cyanide*'  is  used,  and  in  such  cases  the 
work  is  performed  by  a contractor. 

Re-inspections  are  made  after  disinfestation  has 
been  completed  to  ensure  that  proper  precautions  are 
taken  to  prevent  re-infestation. 

Before  a tenant  occupies  a Council  House  all  fur- 
niture is  carefully  examined  at  the  former  residence. 

If  a person  comes  from  outside  the  district  to  reside 
in  Herne  Bay,  the  furniture,  etc.  is  examined  in  the 
removal  van  prior  to  being  taken  into  the  house. 


Schools . 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supplies  of  the 
Schools  in  the  District  are,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory; 
and  a general  supervision  has  been  kept  over  these  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Enquiries  are  made  at  the  Schools  attended  by 
children  notified  as  cases  of  infectious  disease:  the 
contacts  are  excluded  and  articles,  such  as  pens  and 
pencils  used  by  the  patients,  are  destroyed. 


SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 


Routine  house  inspection  was  discontinued  during 
the  year,  but  houses  were  inspected  upon  complaint  and 
notices  served  for  execution  of  essential  repairs. 

Less  urgent  repairs  were  noted  and  the  owners  informed 
that  they  would  be  required  to  carry  them  out  at  the 
cessation  of  hostilities.

Milk. 


During  the  year  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
his  staff  made  205  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies, 
and  19  notices  were  served  upon  cowkeepers  and  dairymen 
to  secure  improvements  of  cowsheds  and  dairies. 

One  dairy  farm  was  improved  by  the  construction  of 
a new  dairy  and  modernization  of  the  cowshed:  steriliz- 
ing plant  was  also  provided.  At  a retail  dairy  improved 
facilities  were  provided  for  temporary  storage  of  milk 
prior  to  distribution.

Meat  and  Other  Poods. 


Thirteen  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  from 
four  butchers,  and  seven  animals  were  slaughtered  at 
two  of  the  four  licensed  slaughterhouses;  six  animals 
were  slaughtered  at  farms.  The  thirteen  animals  were 
all  inspected  after  slaughter. 

Early  in  1940  all  slaughtering  in  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict ceased,  and  in  1941  the  only  slaughtering  carried 
out  was  by  small  pig  farmers,  and  an  occasional  sheep 
on  a farm,  as  this  work  is  now  carried  out  at  Canterbury 
under  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Centralized  Slaughtering 
Scheme  as  a war-time  measure.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
assists  at  Canterbury  in  the  work  of  meat  inspection. 

During  the  year  1941  a total  of  approximately  3 
cwts.  of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion and  this  consisted  of  tinned  foods,  butter,  eggs, 
tomatoes  and  bacon.

Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 


Gassing,  trapping  and  poisoning  are  carried  out 
periodically  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  on  all  Council 
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property  where  rats  are  known  to  exist.  There  are  no 
known  places  of  extensive  infestation!  the  visits  made 
and  the  complaints  received  are  of  minor  infestations. 
The  free  issue  of  poison  is  very  useful  in  keeping  these 
pests  down  to  a minimum.  An  average  sum  of  approximate- 
ly £15  is  spent  annually  on  propaganda  and  poison.  One 
hundred  and  fifty-three  issues  of  poison  were  made  dur- 
ing the  year  1941.

Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

The  Broadstairs  meat  supply  is  now  procured  from 
the  Government  Slaughter-house  and  Wholesale  Meat  Supply 
Depot,  which  is  situated  at  Ramsgate. 

During  the  year  1941  a total  of  approximately 
2 cwts.  of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  consumption, 
and  this  consisted  of  Bacon,  Eggs,  Tinned  Milk,  Cheese, 
Butter  and  Slab  Cake.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


"Water. 

The  Parishes  comprising  the  Rural  District  are, 
on  the  whole,  well  supplied  with  water  from  the  public 
mains. 


Monthly  and  quarterly  samples  taken  from  the 
three  public  water  supplies  and  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  showed 
these  supplies  to  be  good  waters  and  quite  satisfac- 
tory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  sewerage  schemes  in  operation,  one 
for  the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village 
of  Hersden,  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Westbere.  In 
the  remainder  of  the  District  sewage  is  disposed  of  by 
means  of  privies,  pail  closets  and  l.C's  draining  to 
cesspools. 

No  extensions  were  made  during  the  year.  The 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  the  Harbledown 
beds  are  working  satisfactorily  after  their  extensive 
alteration,  but  the  Hersden  system  is  still  extremely 
unsatisfactory,  the  sewage  entering  the  river  in  prac- 
tically a crude  state. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  emptying  of  cesspools 
and  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  pails,  an  efficient 
system  of  doing  this  by  means  of  mechanical  vehicles 
is  employed.  The  work  is  carried  out  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.  There  were 
no  extensions  of  these  services  during  the  year. 


Salvage . 

This  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sani- 
tary Inspector,  who  has  sent  me  the  following  particu- 
lars of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year:-

£285:  9:  4d. , therefore  the  scheme  shows  a profit  of

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of 
Council  house  infestation:  and  no  methods  are  em- 
ployed to  ensure  that  the  belongings  of  new  Council 
house  tenants  are  free  from  bugs  before  occupation  of 
the  houses. 

Ten  houses  were  disinfested;  the  method  used 
was  by  spraying  with  **Zaldecide  ,M  which  appeared  to 
be  satisfactory  and  was  carried  out,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  by  the  local 
authority.

Milk. 

Eighty-five  visits  were  made  by  the  Senior' Sani- 
tary Inspector  ana  his  staff  to  cowsheds  and  dairies! 
four  defects  were  found  and  remedied. 

Thirty-eight  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Council' s laboratory  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation: details  of  the  samples  submitted  and  results 

were  as  follows :-

the  School  Inquiry  Officer  and  sent  to  the  County  Lab- 
oratory for  bacteriological  examination:  of  these, 
two  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  13  Slaughter-houses  in  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict, but  during  the  year  1941  all  routine  slaughter- 
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ing  was  carried  out  in  the  City  of  Canterbury,  under 
the  Ministry  of  Food  Centralized  Slaughtering  Scheme. 

During  the  year  1941  a total  of  approximately 
15  cwts.  of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

Ten  visits  were  paid  to  the  two  food-preparing 
places  in  the  Rural  District  and  two  defects  found 
and  remedied.

"Return14  Cases  - 1 Scarlet  Fever 
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Scarlet  Fever  Outbreak  at  Adisham. 


With  regard  to  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  fif- 
teen of  these  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Adisham,  be- 
tween the  end  of  September  and  the  beginning  of  Nov- 
ember. Three  of  the  patients  were  adults,  and  in  all 
probability  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  due  to  in- 
fection being  introduced  into  the  Parish  by  a child 
who  came  from  London  on  discharge  from  a London  Fever 
Hospital,  convalescent  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  stayed 
with  her  grandparents  at  a farm. 

In  view  of  this  I arranged  for  the  Senior  County 
Pathologist  to  visit  the  farm,  and  from  swabs  taken 
on  this  visit,  it  was  found  that  the  child  was  1,1  posi- 
tive” and  also  her  grandmother  and  uncle. 

Arrangements  were  then  made  for  the  uncle  not  to 
do  any  work  in  connection  with  the  milk  production  on 
the  farm. 

Adisham  School  was  closed  from  the  5th  to  the 
11th  November  inclusive.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Mumps 
occurred  at  Womens wo Id  School;  during  the  second  quar- 
ter some  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified  at  Bridge, 
Sturry  C/E,  Westbere  and  Harbledown  Schools,  and  a few 
cases  of  Mumps  at  Hersden  School;  then  in  the  third 
quarter  there  were  some  cases  of  Mumps  and  Chickenpox 
at  Westbere  School  and  a few  cases  of  Mumps  at  Sturry 
C/E  School;  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  there 
was  an  outbreak  of  Mumps  at  Sturry  C/E  School  and  an 
outbreak  of  Chickenpox  at  Ickham  School. 
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
